The actual total population of the 
entire "Main Line section," including 
Lower Mcrion township and Narberth 
borough, Montgomery County; Tlaver- 
ford, Radnor and Newtown townships, 
Delaware County, and TredylTriu and 
Easttown townships, Chester County, is 
49,09(>, according to completed census 
returns. 

This covers the familiar "Overbrook 
to Paoli" section. 

Announcement was made last week 
of the Trcdyffrin and Easttown fig- 
ures. 

Trcdyffrin is credited with a pres- 
ent population of 4.470, against 4,017 in 
1910 and 2,026 in 1900. The latest, rate 
of increase is 453 since 1010 or 11.:! per 
cent., as against 1,001 in the 1000-1910 
period, or 37.3 per cent. 

The East Precinct of Tredyffrin, in- 
cluding residents of the Eliza Cai.lien.rt 
Home for Incurables, has 1,610 nopuVi-

Village Improvement 
Committee Leads in 
Manifold Activities 



DEPARTMENT OF CITIZENS' ASSO- 
CIATION HELPS TO MAKE 
MAIN LINE BETTER. 



AN ARGUMENT FOR SUPPORT. 



One of the busiest committees of the 
.Main Line Citizens' Association is tlu> 
Village Improvement Committee, a 
meeting of which was called at the 
Milestone, at Bryn Mawr, last Tuesday 
at 5.15 P. M. An outline of its activi- 
ties gives an excellent idea of the wiue- 
spread usefulness of the Association. 

The Village Improvement Committee 
deals with the problems of improving 
general conditions along the Main Line. 
It is somewhat of a parent committee, 
in that frequently a single phase of 
its work develops to such an extent 
that a separate committee must be 
formed to handle it. In this way the 
Committee on Clean-up, the Housing 
Committee, and the Committee on 
Roads anil Automobiles were created. 

Under its direction the annual Clean- 
up Campaign has become a regular and 
successful event. The committee is 
now urging a regular removal of ashes 
and rubbish in Lower Morion Township, 
such as already exists in llaverford, 
hoping thereby to do away with the 
necessity for a yearly campaign to 
clean up rubbish that has been collect- 
ing in odd corners and vacant lots 
throughout the year. 

Also in the interests of Clean-up the 
committee has had placed, and main- 
tains, 12 large rubbish receivers at suit- 
able places in Bryn Mawr and Ardmore. 
They hope thus to encourage passersby 
to observe the Lower Mcrion ordinance 
against the scattering of papers and 
rubbish on the streets. The cans are 
emptied once or twice a month at the 
expense of the Main Line Citizens' 
Association. 

The committee was instrumental in 
having Lancaster and Montgomery 
turnpikes freed from toll, and is main- 
taining a. constant agitation on iho 
subject of widening Lancaster pike in 
the business sections. 

Paving lines and levels, improved 
street lights, snow removal, street clean- 
ing, removal of weeds, objectionable 
signs and billboards are some of the 
subjects now being considered. The 
committee has already brought to the 
attention of the three township com- 
missions, Radnor, llaverford and Lower 
Morion, the State law forbidding the 
posting of bills along public highways. 
Lower Mcrion and llaverford town- 
ships have instructed their police de- 
partments to enforce the law. 

The committee appeals to the resi- 
dent's of- the Main Line for suggestions, 
advice and full co-operation. Support 
the committee by joining the Main 
Lino Citizens' Association.

LEGION ATHLETIC MEET IN SEP- 
TEMBER. 

A'eterans of the world war will vie 
with one another in athletics in Phila- 
delphia on September 18, when an; 
American Legion held and track meet 
will be conducted at Franklin Field 
under the direction of the local organ- 
ization of the Legion. Many legionaries 
of the East and some from Western 
States are planning to come to this city 
for the occasion. The meet was first 
discussed last winter, and since then a 
committee has been actively at work 
on preparations. The thought has been 
expressed that it may be possible, if 
the forthcoming meet proves to be of 
sufficient inspiration, to hold annual or 
biennial National Legion athletic 
meets. For that matter, the meet here 
in September will be of some national 
importance. 

The program and prizes for the field 
day as prepared by Edward J. Koell- 
sted,- chairman of the Legion Athletic 
Committee, with the assistance of Dr. 
George Orton, of the University of 
Pennsylvania, include a medley relay 
race, 100-yard- dash, tug-of-war and 
numerous handicap events. 

The meet is in charge of a committee 
ot which George G. Stranahan, of 
Prince-Forbes Post No. 7, is chairman, 
and I he members arc Edward J. Koell- 
sted, Post 142; William L. Charr, "Post 
275; Andrew F. Qiiinn, Jr., Post 425; 
Liu-ion A. Ilauslein. Post til, and Wil- 
liam R. Andreas, Post 370. 

Posts of the Legion throughout the 
city are urged to forward to Mr. Koell- 
sted the entries of persons who desire 
to compete. The tentative program and 
prize list is as follows: 

National events, open to all members 
of the Legion throughout the United 
States — One-mile relay, each, man to 
run 440 yards; 100-yard dash, 600-yard: 
run and one mile. Challenge cups for 
the winners, the same to be held for 
one year and to bo won outright by the 
athlete winning three years in succes- 
sion. For the other three events 18- 
karat gold medals for winners, with sil- 
ver and bronze medals for second and 
third.

The Pennsylvania State Police mado 
u'!>2 arrests and recovered almost !)>2!),- 
1)00 worth of stolen property in this 
State last month, according to figures 
announced today by Major Lynn G. 
Adams, the superintendent. Reports of 
June activities from the five troops of 
police indicate 237 arrests for viola- 
tions of the State's automobile laws, 
11 for infractions of the Federal 
liquor restrictions, four for arson, one 
fur forgery, and two for desertion from 
the United States Army. 

Major Adams' statement further 
shows that 4S7 of the persons arrested 
were of American birth, 51 of them 
were negroes, and 154 were foreigners. 
Of the individuals who fell into the 
troopers' clutches, 04C were males and 
•!(i were females. 

Fourteen stolen automobiles were re- 
covered in June, together with sundry 
cows, bicycles, canoes, horses, silver- 
ware, clothing, carpenters' hammers, 
blankets, and other miscellaneous arti- 
cles. 

Troop C, with headquarters at l'otts- 
ville, is credited with the largest num- 
ber of arrests during June, listing K!S 
alleged offenders. Troop B, of Wyom- 
ing, Luzerne County, was second, with 
llti arrests. 

In the Lam-aster territory, Troop E 
recovered more than $10,000 worth of 
stolen property, including several auto- 
mobiles. Troop B performed similar 
service for the public to the extent of 
$7,171. 

During May, 7S-I arrests were made, 
and $23,000 in stolen goods was recov- 
ered.

802, and the West marshals 2,049 per- 
sons. 

Kasttown township shows a popula- 
tion of 2,307, against 2,178 in 1910 ami 
1,910 in 1900. The rates of increase are 
129 persons in the past ten years, or 
5.9 per cent., and in the preceding gen- 
eration 268, or 14 per cent. 

Previous census figures oblainel 
were: Lower Morion, 23,866; Narbirth 
borough, 3,704; Newtown township. 
837; Haverford township, 6,631; Rad- 
nor township, 8,181, a total of 43,213 
and the addition of 6,777 in tho two ad- 
joining Chester County townships 
brings the mark within four of tho 
50,000 mark, which has for several 
years been a haphazard estimate of the 
number of persons actually living along 
the Main Line. 

It would be interesting to ascertain 
how many Main Lino resilents with 
city homos nre counted as "not living 
along tho Main Line" in the census 
returns.

NO MONEY FOB ROADS. 



Township Commissioners Are Unable to 
Issue Bonds at Low Rate. 

The Lower Merion Township Commis- 
sioners will not be able to follow their 
program for road work by raising the 
money with a bond issue. 

At a special meeting of the Finance 
Committee on Tuesday evening to open 
bids for the proposed issue of $270,000 
in bonds no offers were received at the 
rate of interest of 4.fi per cent., which 
is the highest the township can pay un- 
der the law.

Of 
the blue swallows the purple martin is 
the largest, the male being entirely 
blue above and below, while the female 
is blue above with a gray breast. Swal- 
lows arc highly migratory, most of 
them spending the winter in South 
America.

In addition to 
Mrs. Baughner three other daughters 
survive him, Mrs. AVilliam T. Cohic 
and Mrs. J. Frazer Purse, of Xarbcrth, 
and Mrs. N. E. Koehler, of Athens, Pa. 

For twelve years prior to his death 
]\Ir. Munroc resided in Narbcrth. Pre- 
vious to that he had held the office 
of Prothonotory of Luzene County, and 
for two terms, 38SS to LS9(i, he was 
Postmaster at Gallitzen, Pa. He served 
throughout the entire duration of the 
Civil War, being at, Gettysburg during 
the final struggle for victory. Mr. Mun- 
roc was a member of the Order of Free 
and Accepted Masons, by whom the serv- 
ices were conducted at the house, the 
G. A. R. having charge of the services 
at, the cemetery. Mr. Munroe was one 
of a family of seven brothers, four of 
whom survive and all of whom were 
able to be present at, the funeral. Be- 
fore his retirement from business some 
years ago, Mr. Munroc was very active 
in politics and business in different sec- 
tions of the State.

CLOTHES AND THE MAN.

For a hundred years people have been 
talking about "clothes and the man" 
and preaching sermons upon the sub- 
ject.

To have to be careful 
lest one soil his cuffs, to have to walk 
in the beaten paths lest he harm his 
shoes, to have to stand up lest he stain 
his trousers from sitting on the grass — 
these things are enough to drive a boy 
from the home into the alloy as a place 
of residence.
